|Son-in-Law of Late-H. 1 Late H.-H. “Rogers Giv- 
ing Up Responsibilities Here. 


Urban H. Broughton, son-in-law of the 
late H. H. Rogers, who after the latter's. 
‘|Ceath in 1907 assumied the résponsibility for 
‘| the development of the Virginian Reflway 
Company, is expected by his friends to 
take up @ permanent residence in. Eng- 
land, Mr. Broughton. is sailing for Eng- 
Jland soon and will not be back until 
the early Fall. He has about concluded 
negotiations for the purchase of a large 
house in. Grosvenor Square. It is’ not 
expected that he will give up. his: Ameri- 
can interests atyonte, but members of 
his. own family admitted Jast night -that 
he intended to stay abroad the greater 
part of his time. te: 

The United Metals Selling Company, the 
Amalgamated Copper Company, and the 
various other copper enterprises of H. H. 
Rogers and his Standard Oil associates 
firdt occupied Mf. Broughton’s attention 
when he became associatéd in busirless 
with his father-in-law. He had originally 
come to this country as @ mining engineer, 
and after his marriage to Miss Rogers 
was placed by the Amalgamated Copper 
intereste in.-full charge: of thé mianage- 
ment, of the United. Metals Selling Com- 
pany, which. was the company through 
which afl the copper produced by prop- 
erties controlled by Standard Oil interests 
was marketed. Up-to a few years ago it 
was the largest seller of Copper in. the 

world. Mr. Broughton began, shortly 
after the rfanagement of the Virginian 
Railway demanded his attention, to 
gradually withdraw from résponsibility in 
other enterprises. 

He resigned as head of ‘the United 
Metals Selling Company and. frem the 
Presidency of. several other coimpanies, 
although remaining on the Directorates. 
He is now a Director of the Anaconda 
Copper Mining Company, the Butte Co- 
alition Mining Company, the Utah Con- 
solidated Mining Company, the Raritan 
Copper Works, the International Smelt- 
ing and Refining, Company, the Atlas 
Tack Company, the Boylston Manufact- 
uring Company, the. Shone Company, the 
Staten Island Midland Railway Company, 
and of the Equitable and Guarantee Trust 
Companies. As Presidentiof the Virginian 
Railway Company, he has brought the 
railroad up from the incomplete condition 
in which it was left at Mr. Rogers's 
death to one of unusual efficiency, as the 


increasing earnings from year to year in- 
dicate. 
It was .said yesterday among Mr. 
‘Broughton’s associates that the Vir- 
ginjan Raitiway..-would probably be 
among the last of his. American inter- 
ests which. Mr. Broughton would 
turn over to other hands. His brother- 
in-law, H, H. Rogérs, has been. spoken 
of as his possible suctessor in the 
Presidency. of the: Virginian Railway, but 
there are possibilities that the road will 
s into the control of some other ays- 
em. There have been rumors already 
regarding negotiations for control of ‘the 
road, but these have been. discredited in 
well-informed quarters. Et is thé opin- 
ion of railroad men that the road will not 
be sold until it has had further time to 
demonsttate its.earning power as a co6m- 
pletely developed unit.

TINY CYCLIST SLAIN BY CAR. 


Collided with Brother When Trolley 
Gong Made Him Dismount.

MONTCLAIR, N. J.,. Feb, 28.—Audréy 
Andrews, 9 years old, the only daughtér 
of Mark Andrews, Vice President of the 
National Association of Organists and 
organist of St. Luke's Church here, w&s 
riding her bicycle in Valley Road, not far 
from her home, 295 Claremont Avenue, this 
afternoon, with her 5-year-old brother, 
Mark, Jr., on another bicycle just ahead 
of her, when a trolley car from Upper 
Montclair approached the children from 
behind. Motorman Michael Hoatsen 
sounded his bell. 

Mark became alarmed at the sound and 
instantly dismounted. His sister, follow- 
ing closé behind him, could not turn out 
‘and ran into him. The little girl was 
thrown in front of thé car, It was mov- 
ing rapidly; and though Hoatson tried 
hard to stop it the car ran over the child 
and continued for some distance. 

Hoatson,- jumped off and looked back, 
He saw the crushed body of the little girl 
in the réad and, turning, fled down Valley 
Road to Police Headquarters, a quarter of 
a mile away. There: he gasped out that 
he had killed a little girl, and Sergt. 
Claren immediately notified Deputy Coun- 
ty Physician M. Herbert Simmons of Hast 
Orange. Dr. Simmons found that little 
Audrey had been killed instantly, hefF

49. STICKS ON THE TRUCKS 


Discovered When Freight Reaches 
Philadelphia—W ire Close to Wheels 
Was Expected to Strike Spark.

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 28.— Nineteen 
sticks 6f dynamite were found in the Phil- 
adelphia & Reading freight yards here on 
Saturday, attached to the tri¢ks of a 
freight car which passed through 
rence last Thursday, loaded. with pipe 
eonsigned to the Garrett-Buchanan Com 
pany, at 18 South Sixth Street. 

It is believed the dynamite was attached 
to the car trucks at Lawrence for thé 
purpose of blowing up. the entire freight 
tfain, ui which there were thirty cars of th 
woolen goods, consigried to: the American 
Woolen Company, the corporation against | DP: 
which the strikers are most bitter. 

Hach stick of @ynamite weighed three 
pounds, being 12 inches long by 1% inches 
in diameter. The sticks were wrapped in 
heavy paper: and tiled to the trucks in 
such a manner that the wheels of the car 
would tun against the paper as they re- 
volved. Through each stick of dynamite 
had been run a piece of wire, evidently 
with the design that as soon as the wheel 
wore away the paper the steel-rimmed 


whecl would strike the wire. causing a 
spark, that would cause an explosion. 

By .a miscalculation the person who 
paced the axnassite failed to tle the 
sticks close enough toe the wheel.

Borough President McAneny in dis- 
cussing last night the Interborough pro- 
posal said that the company: had. made 
still further concessions to the city in 
addition to those made last Summer.

Service Commission has the right to pass 
on the character and amount of operating 
expenses, with an appeal to the Appellate 
Division by either party; that the exist- 
ing plant of the Interborough be ex- 
amined by the commission before any 
pooling agreement between the city and 
company is entered into, and that it be 
put into first-class condition, and ‘that 
the Interborough grant trackage rights 
over the Queensboro Bridge and to Astoria 
and Corona to the Brooklyn. Rapid Transit 
or any other operating company. 

Chairman Willcox in talking yesterday 
of the financial terms proposed by the 
Interborough pointed out that the com- 
ny, while it reserved for itself the 
.835,000 which is its present profit, 
would actually receive less on its new 
money than the-city will get on its money. 
Of new money the company will invest 
in the subways $77,000,000, and 6 per cent. 
on that will be $4,620,000.° The city will 
invest $56,000, and will receive 8.76 
upon it, which amounts to $4,960,000, that 
is $840,000 more than the company’s re- 
ceipts. 

Samuel Rea, Vice President of the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad, issued a statement yes- 
terday expressing the thanks of his com- 
peny to Mayor Gaynor, A. Barton Hep- 
urn, President’ of the Chamber of Com- 
merce; Morgan J.- O’Brien, Controller 
Prendergast, Presidents McAneny, Miller, 
and Cromwell, Chairman Willcox, Presi- 
dent Shonts, J. P. Morgan, Jr., and H. P.

Still Another Injunction.

The treatment administered Mon- 
day afternoon was confined .to the fore- 
head and upper part of the face, and on 
Tuesday, about’S o'clock, a sécond treat- 
ment was devoted to the cheeks and chin. 

Shortly after this Mrs. Williams com- 


plained. of feeling faint and said that the 
room was very warm, She grew weak 
and soon lapsed into unconsciousness, 
The household was in immediate alarm, 
and some one hurried across the street 
to summon Dr, John Winansky. He went 
over to find that Mrs. Williams had been 
dead ten minutes.

THE TENEMENT HOUSE LAW. 
- "Phe motives of those who are seek- 
ing the defeat of Senator Waanpr’s 
bill amending the tenement house 
law may be readily understood, but 
‘they are not good motives. very 
reasonable man, although he be the 
owner of a tenement house, must ad- 


that some conditions of health. and 
comfort: must be prescribéd, for the 
tenements which house so large a part 
of New York City. Unless the Wagner 
bill is signed by Gov. Drx, it appears 
that tenement: houses genefally would 
escape such regulation. 

The law was found to be defective 
in .the way pointed out by the Court 
of Appeals in its recent decision. 
Tenements wére there defined in a 
way that would classify most such 
structures as. apartment. houses, and 
80 put them beyond the scope of the 
law. It is pointed out thet. some 80 
per cent. of the tenements now under 
legal regulation; 20,000 separate build- 
ings that are the homes of a million 
and a half people, would escape. the 
control and -regulation prescribed in 
_the present’ law uniess the amending 
bill is signed. The evil conditions ex- 
isting prior to the enactment of the 
law would thus be restored. That 
must not be permitted unless we are 
willing te turn back the wheels: of 
time a~ good way. 

The bill fow awaiting the signature 
of Gov, Dix has the sifpport of the 
Tenement House Committee of the 
Charity Ofganization Society and of 
all the public-spirited men who have 
labored for the proper and necessary 
control of tenement house conditions.

ITALY AND PEACE. 

Its not surprising that the Gov- 
ernments of Hurope are watching 
closely for a proper time and chance 
to use their. influence to end the war 
of Italy upon Turkey. The time ne shoud, 
be near now. 

Italy. is realizing the extent of the 
“job"—as Mr, RooseveytT would call 
it~that she has undertaken and the 
risks of it. She hoped by & sudden and 
vigorous attack to bring Turkey to 
terms in Tripoli, and then, from her 
foothold on the coast, gradually to 
take control ‘of the interior; She has 
fafled in her first objective. Turkey 
shows no sign of yielding. The war 
over the littoral of Tripoli drags on. No 
brilliant or decisive ction has taken 
place, and none is: likely, Serious au- 
thorities believe that none is|in the 
least possible, and the Italian General 
in Command is reported to share the 
belief. 

In this plight little remains but a 
desperate attempt on the part of 
Italy. to attack Turkey directly, and 
the little affair at Beirut indicates 
a@ disposition to do so. But a real at- 
tack upon Turkey would be big with 
peril. It would threaten the balance, 
now maintained with infinite ~diffi- 
culty, between the claims upon her 
European Provinces of the various 
nationalities and Governments. of the 
Continent. It would invite trouble in 
Macedonia, in Crete, In Albania, and 
set Russia, Austria, Bulgaria on the 
road to action. The one thing that 
Burope just now would dread most is 
that Turkey should be disabled for the 
task of holding Hastérn Europe in its 
present equilibrium, even though it 
be not very stable. 

Meanwhile, whatever is done, the 
Government of Italy ig bound to be 
greatly harassed. The war has been 
terribly costly, and has so far been 
without results. It is not easy to see 
how the cost can be reduced on re- 
sults obtained. The semi-official note 
issued in Paris that the French Gov- 
ernment is ready to take Hart in col- 
lective action to bring about . peace 
may have been issued. after con- 
sultation with the Government of 
Italy, and. if so, it is a hopeful sign.

ELECTIONS IN “SCHOOL CITIES.” 


Boy Voters Are Taught. to Resist 
Temptation by Experiencing It. 


To the Rditor of The New York:Times: 

A letter from Louls Rabinowitz conveys .the 
news that in one of the Manhattan schools, 
where the pupils have a School City, there is 
to be in respect of a forthcoming election 
‘more graft than in any real city election,” 
Mr. Rabinowitz goes on to describe how the 
grafters, through intimidation, get themselves 
or their friends nominated for office, and sub- 
sequently by the same method get themselves 
elected by the pupils/- The teachers, not less 
vicious than the grafters, according to Mr. 
Rabinowitz, ‘ go canvassing for their favorite 
pupils,’’. and later, when the pupils are en- 
deavoring to administer justice in the School 
Court, intimidate the Judges in thelr de- 
cisions. 

Now, here's a pretty mess! It wotld seem 
that the School City is a perfect agency for 
training {nm civic corruption, for acquainting 
our young people with the science of grafting 
and for teaching disrespect for the judiciary. 

Mr. Rabinowitz happily mentioned in. his 
letter’that he came to know of this “awful” 
Qffair by having it brought to his notice, 
which, I assume, means that-some one told 
him of it. Now, if he had taken the pains 
to go to the school in question he would not 
have written @ letter so sweeping in its charges 
that it would seem to call for the immediate 
extermination of this diabolical school for 
teaching civic viclousness. He would have 
found & thousand boys in the nildst of a cam- 
paign, with feeling running high, with several 
candidates for each of the School City offices— 
and with the usual rumors of graft in the 
air. These rumors no doubt have some founda- 
tion im fact. There is some intimidation go- 
ing on, there is some graft going on, and the 
teachers do -occasl liy interfere with the 
BSehool City. But the proportion of these 
things to the fine upward sweep of the pupil 
citisenship is exceedingly small. Mr. Rabino- 
wits is like the blind man who,’ trying to find 
out what the elephant was like and, reaching 
out, happened to touch the tail, exclaimed: 
** He's very like a rope.” 

Suppose a few monitors do intimidate a few 
weaklings. by threatening to report them if 
they do not vote ‘for the monitors’ friends. 
Does- that vitiate the honest votes of séveral 
hundred others who are experiencing the value 
or the suffrage and are being trained in com- 
munity. action? Rather, ts not the fact that 
grafting has;crept in a most excellent oppor- 
tuntty for the Prinolpal- amd Supervisors to 
téach the value of a pure ‘ballot and. clean 
citizenship? The boys will now be told: ‘‘ Here 
ig a teal teriptation; how are you going to meét 
it? Are you going to be frightened by the 
threat of a dishonest monitor or are you going 
to be true, and tell the Serpette boy what 
you think of him?’’ 

Ordinarily there are three supposed ways of 
teaching good citizenship in the schoole—by 
exhorting the pupils “te be good citizens when 
they grow up (some ten years later,) by having 
them sing patriotio songs, and by teaching 
them the. departments of government and the 
finetions of the officials. 

In:the School City (or under any of the vari- 
ous forms 6f pupil co-operation in achool gov- 
ernment) the boys and girls are taught good 
citizenship. by living as citizens. When graft: 
and malfeasance in office arise they see and 
feel the’ eyil. and becuse of judicious super- 
vision they ure taught to recognizé and brand 
it atid hate it ay a poison to their souls.

BETH ISRAEL’S BUSY YEAR. 


Hospital ts to be Enlarged to Meet 
the Demands Made Upon it. 


The annual report of Beth Israel Hos- 
pital which was read last night by the 
President, Joseph H. Cohen, at a meet- 
ing held at the Hospital at Jefferson and 
Cherry Streets, shows that during the 
year 1911 there were more patients who 
applied and could not be admitted for 
lack of room, than the hospital was. able 
to receive for treatment. The number ad- 
mitted was 1,948; the number rejected 
was 2,047. 

This fact was cited by Mr, .Cohen to, 
tha the great need of immediately en- 

rging the hospital .or of building a 
much larger hospital at another point.
